THE RUSSIAN SEA FORCE IS 


PITCHED UP 


Czar's Men are Said to be in 


Full Retreat 


BEFORE THE ADVANCING JAPS. 


Russia's Efficient Naval Force Is Said 


to Consist of Five Fighting 


Ships. 


London, June 25.—Admiral Togo, by 


a brilliant attack on the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur, has, in the opinion of 
experts, more than regained for Japan 
that prestige lost by the lack of watch- 
fulness which permitted the Kussiaa 
Vladivostok squadron to creep in and 
sink two transports and disable a 
third. While the details of 'lie'fight- 
ing at Port Arthur are not yet at hand. 
there is little question that Admiral 
Witgerl, commander of the 
Russian 


vessels, was driven to desperation and 
attempted a hazardous escape from 
Japanese surveillance, and failed. 


According to Togo's official dispatch 


ships were practically put out of com- 
mission, as well as a crusier. Thus tak- 
ing the report of the state of the ves 
sels into consideration and accepting 
it as correct, the Russian force at Port 
Arthur now consists of but two cruis 
ers in full fighting condition In addi- 
tion to this, Japan has a large force oi 
soldiers on land to lue rear 01 Port Ar- 
thur ready for the work to begin the 
aUack. It would seem as though Togo 
and the land force between them at 
last have Port Arthur at their rcercy. 


Sensational reports, which Dear the 


earmarks of authenticity, are at hand 
today and indicate that a big land bat- 
tle between the troops of the czar, un- 
der Kr.ropatkin, and those of the mik- 
ado, under -Kuroki and Oku, is near at 
hand. It may be that this battle will 
be the iinal great struggle of the war, 
owing to the enormous forces 
which 


will be engaged. Kuroki and Oku are 
said to have effected a juncture at Kai 
Chow. This being true, the fight will 
occur within~a~very short time. 
The 


main flght is expected near Mukden. 


RUSSIANS RETREATED

Tliose who have wit- 
nessed the opening' of other sections of 
public lands predict a: registration of 
C0,000 by the time the Rosebud reser- 
vation is thrown open. 


As Bonesteel is on the edge of the

settlers, after registering, will remain 
in the place until the drawing occurs. 
Bonesteel is described as "a wide open 
town, where cowlDoys ride into the sa- 
loons and drink at the bars on horse- 
back." The one railroad that runs to 
the frontier village is preparing to do 
j^Jieayy business ud_griws,; the^fifteeji 
"Says the registration1 'office THU' "be" 
open. 


What makes the rush to this partic- 


ular section of reservation land so 
great? It-is the fact that this land is 
mostly rich -and well adapted for agri- 
cultural purposes. Much of the public 
land of the United States is barren or 
fit only for grazing. The land of the 
Rosebud reservation is a porous black 
loam, from two to six feet deep, with a 
clay and gravel subsoil. Land adjacent 
to this reservation is selling at from 
$25 to $40 per acre, and is practically 
all under cultivation. A man who takes 
a quarter section of the Rosebud land 
this summer is likely in a few years to

The homestead entry man must be the 


head of a family or a person who has 
arrived at the age of twenty-one years, 
a citizen of the United States, or one 
who has filed his declaration of inten- 
tion to become such. The settler ob- 
tains his land from the government at 
$4 an acre and only has to pay $1 an 
acre in cash, the rest being in install- 
ments of 75 cents an acre, one payment 
being in two years, another in three, 
another in four and the last within six 
months after five years. In his appli- 
cation the settler must make affidavit 
that his purpose is that of actual set- 
tlement and is not for the benefit of any, 
other person or corporation. 


Much of the public land of the 


TJnited States which remains undis- 
posed of to settlers is unfit for agri- 
cultural purposes unless irrigated or 
else is inaccessible. As soon at a sec- 
tion of rich land is opened its settle- 
ment is usually rapid. When the In- 
dian lands of Auiahoma were thrown 
open, there was* a great rush to get on 
the ground first and establish owner- 
Ship on .he best sites. . The system of 
registration and drawing which has 
since been adopted by the government 
avoids much of the confusion and 
hardship formerly incident to the set- 
tlement of new lands.

The meeting of the creditors of the 


Newark Savings Bank company as

held Friday night in Brenr.an's hall, 
over a hundred !>f-ing present, includ- 
ing several women. 


Mr. James F. Lingafelter, the former 


cashier of the bank, was present with 
bis son, Robert, their attorney, B. G. 
Smyths, being with them. 


The meeting was representative ' 
Thr> meeting was representative in 


sented every walk in life. The cap- 
italist with thousands touched eloow 
with the mechanic and laborer. Men 
v ho have hundreds and even thous- 
ands on deposit in the defunct bank, 
&at in earnest conversation with men 
\\ho by their frugality had saved 
a 


few dollars from' their daily stipend, 
and women who had wrung from the 
wash tub their paltry savings, 
row 


seemingly hopelessly tied upjn the 
bank 
From the moment they en- 


tered the hall there developed a una- 
nimity of sentiment that all the de- 
positors should stand together in 
whatever action was taken. 


Gil C. Daugherty called the meeting 


to order at S o'clock and stated that 
it was callen at the instance of some 
of his clients, who felt that some con- 
certed action should be taken by the 
depositors for the protection of their 
interests as far as the receivership of 
the Newark Savings Bank Company 
was concerned. They were not satis- 
fied with the situation as it existed, 
and the object of the meeting was to 
bring about a condition 
satisfactory 


to the creditors of the bank as repre- 
terted by the depositors. 


Mr. Thomas W. Tabler was unani- 


mously chosen chairman of the meet- 
ing ar.d Mr. Henry Pfeffer was like- 
wise chosen secretary. 


Mr. Lingafelter was present 
and 


John Prior suggested that Mr. Linga- 
felter might be able to throw some 
light on the condition of the bank. 


Before Mr. Lingafelter 
could take 


the floor Attorney J. A. Flory' arose 
and said he represented some of the 
depositors, that he understood the 
receiver who had been appointed was 
r, stock holder, director and debtor of 
the bank, that the stockholders should 
Ve made to pay up the difference that 
would exist should it not -pay out 
that Mr Lingafelter bad said the bank 
was not insolvent; that the receiver 
should at once take steps to coilecr 
whnt is due the bank, and take action 
agiuist the stockholders to 
compel 


Tliein to stand by their lialiility; that 
there should be a cessation of the dil- 
lv dallying methods that had pre- 
vailed there; that the creditors should 
t;ike concerted action to find out what 
the p"obability of the bank 
paying 


out was: that if thos^ who had had 
charge of the bank had properly con- 
ducted the business of the bank 
it 


^\r>uld be in such shape at present, 
that a statement could be made of the 
tank's condiiion at the present Wipe. 


Mr Rees R Jones said that every 


cue present, he felt sure, would like 
to lifnr from 
Mr. Llngafeltet 
who 


aro^c aii'l said that he repeated what 
lip had said before. 


Mr Lingafelter slated that the hank 


was solvent, and he believed that 
when a report was made this fact 
would be shown; he thought the re- 
ceiver should be a disinterested party, 
vho would take the proper methods 
to marshal the assets of the bank, 
and when this was done he felt confi- 
dent that his connection with 
the 


1 ank voiild be proven to have been 
ronest and straight. 
Mr. Lingafelter 


made i pathetic appeal to those pres- 
ent to suspend judgment of him anl 
h'f- actions, and he was sure his hon- 
or and integrity would be \indicated 
If thprc proved to be any shortage he 
-vovlfi give all his property to cover if, 
jir.d now stocd willing to give any aid 
in his power to '-let a thorough inves- 
tigation, with a view of ascertaining 
the exa<>t status of the ba.'ik's affairs 


Mr Bauer said that sympathy was 


all right in its r<are, but it did not 
buy bread. The question .ill wished 
answered \\as "where is the money 
that depositors took to the bank and 
ilfft there'" 


Mr. I N. Wilson suggested that the 


depositors should be represented by 
an expert in the investigation now 
being conducted, and named Samuel 
Ewing as a man fitted for the place.

T. O. Donovan said that he knew of
